PLEVNA. 
DETAILS OF THE SURRENDER. 
(By Cable to The Chicago Tribune. | 

Lowpon, Dec. 12—5 a. m. Full particu- 
lars of the capture of Plevna are sent me 
by Tae Tun correspondent at Boget. 
It appears that at a council of war held on 
Saturday last it was decided that the 
moment had arrived to attack Plevna by 
storm. The following day a terrific bom- 
bardment began. At early dawn on Monday 

a general action commenced. 

SIX COLUMNS OF ATTACK 

were formed, each mustering 12,000 men, 
the reserve consisting of no less than 50,000. 
The fire of the Russian siege guns suddenly 
ceased, and the Russo-Roumanian storming 
columns thr:w themselves against the ad- 


vance Turkish redoubtse. There they met 


with a desperate resistance. After exchang- 
ing volley after volley with telling effect, 
a hand-to-hand fight ensued. No quarter 
was claimed or given. When the first re- 
doubt was captured, 
: NOT A PRISONER WAS TAKEN, 
The storming columns then advanced on the 
inner lines, where the main force of Osman 
Pasha’s army were massed. The Ottoman 
chief, seeing that further resistance would 
be useless, ordered a retreat northwards to- 
wards Widdin. At this critical moment, the 
Russo-Roumanian field artillery reserve ad- 
vanced as far as the heights immediately 
commanding the upper portion of Plevna, 
and i 
OPENED AN ENFILADING FIRE 
which made terrible havoc among the Turk- 
ish troops in the valley below, who were 
proceeding to attack the position just occu- 
pied by the enemy. The Russian batteries 


were attacked over and over again, but in 


vain, the object of these repeated on- 
slaughts being to divert attention from the 
main body that was advancing in the oppo- 
site direction. 
IN THE HEAT OF THE FRAY 
Osman Pasha placed himself at tue head of 
his troops, and pressed forward as far as 
Oponesch, situated about three miles from 
Plevna, with every hope of breaking 
through the Russian lines; but before 
he could do so he was met by the 
Russian-Roumanian reserves. Oponesch 
lies on the right of the high road 
that borders the Vid, and a large reserve 
force had been posted there in expectation 
that Osman Pasha would attempt to retreat 
on Widin. This force was well supported 
by artillery that had been placed on the 
heights in front of Dolni-Etropol. It was 
in the plain between Oponesch and Dolni- 
Etropol that Osman Pasha and his brave 
followers met 
WITH THEIR DISASTER. 

The Russian guns swept down whole com- 
panies, and the ground was soon covered 
with the dead and dying. Here, too, Osman 
himself was badly wounded in the foot and 
fell senseless from his horse, receiving fur- 
ther injuries from his fall. Seeing their 
commander hors de combat, and possibly 


supposing him to have been killed, the Turks |. 


began to lay down their arms. The Rus- 
sians had already entered Plevna. Victory 
was in their hands. 

TEN THOUSAND DEAD AND WOUNDED TURKS 
lay on the field. Not a vestige of provisions 
was anywhere to be found.. The civil popu- 
lation had hardly enough food for the day, 
and the ambulance had barely accommoda- 
tion for a few hundred wounded.

A bundle of documents supposed to be the 
plan for the siege of Plevna, has since then 
reached the Russian headquarters from Ber- 
lin, and there 1s not an officer in the Russian 
and Roumanian armies who does not believe 
that Todleben’s plan of attack was based 
upon the good advice to which Prince 
Bismarck referred. 


THE SURRENDER. 
LAST FIERCE CHARGHK 

Bosor, Dec. 10.—At 9:30 this morning Osman 
Pasha’s entire army sttacked the Russian Cren- 
adier Corps holding the line of investment on 
the left bank of the Kiver Vid, endeavoring to 
force a passage. The attack was made with des- 
perate energy, and a portion of the Turkish 
troops did, in fact, penetrate the line of en- 
aay ta and batteries, but all attempts to 

break through the positions of the grenadiers 
were ineffectual. 
DEFEATED. 

After tive hours’ severe fighting the Turks 
were defeated. Osman Pasha, surrounded on 
all sides, was compelled to surrender with his 
whale army. Up to the present time it is im- 


, possible to estimate the number of Turkish 


prisoners or the quantity of war materiel taken. 
We only know everything in Plevna has fallen 
into our hands. 

RUSSIAN LOSSES. 

The Russian losses are inconsiderable as com- 
pared with thé result obtained. 

60,000 PRISONERS. 

Sr. Pererssure, Dec. 11.—The number of 
prisoners taken at Plevna is estimated at 40,000, 
exclusive of 20,000 sick and wounded. 

EFFECT AT CONSTANTINOPLE. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Dec. 11.—The fall of Plevna 


is officially announced here. Mehemet Ali has } 


been removed from his command and replaced 
by Chakir Pasha. The Council of State has de- 
cided to appoint three Christian Governors of 
the Provinces. 

THE GREAT CAUSE. 

Bucnargst, Dec. 11.—The report current 
here that Osman Pasha’s attempt to break out 
was caused by the continued Russian and Rou- 
manian assault on his positions, is purely im- 
aginary. The sortie was solely prompted by the 
entire failure of provisions. Osman crossed the 
river Vid, attacked and took fort Dolny Etrop- 
olje. The Russians and Roumanians were 
hurried up from Susorla and Bukova. After = 

TERRIBLE CARNAGE, , 
Osman attempted to re-enter Plevna. but it had 
meanwhile been occupied by Roumanians and 
Russians from Grivitza. Osman, on finding 
himself surrounded, although wounded in the 


foot, personally conducted the negotiations for | | 


surrender. He expressly announced that he 
surrendered unconditionally to the Emperor. 

Simultaneously with the main sortie the 
Turks made a sortie 

AGAINST THE ROUMANIAN POSITIONS 
on the right bank of the Vid, but this was 
feebiy conducted, and the Turks in that quarter 
surrendered almost unresistingly, while the 
Turkish artillery train was captured in the im- 
mediate neighborhood of Pleyna. The Russian 
and Roumanian armies made atriumphant entry 
into the town at 3:30 Monday afternoon. The 
Grand Duke Nicholas slept at Plevna last night. 
PRISONERS AND SPOILS. 

New Tonk, Dec. 11.—Special advices from 
Burcharest put the number of Turkish prison- 
ers taken at Plevna at 40,000, and the number 
of guns captured 400. The ground which was 
the scene of the sortie was literally strewn with 
thousands of dead and dving. 

OSMAN PASHA 
himself was severely wounded before he would 
consent to surrender. His valor, which is de- 
scribed as desperate, is everywhere the theme

THE SUFFARINGS 


of the Turks inthe beleaguered town were 
actually awful. Cold, disease, and famine 
decimated the ranks and reduced the soldiers to 
living skeletons. To aggravate their sufferings, 
there were no doctors, and no medicine could 
be obtained. 

REJOICING AT 8T. PETERSBURG. 

Sr. Pererspure, Dec. 10—Eyening.—The 
news of the fall of Plevna ovcasions great re- 
joicing here. The theatres are celebrating the 
victory by additions to the usual programmes. 
Enthusiastic popular demonstrations in honor 
of the Imperial family and the army are made 
in the streets and public places, where great 
crowds are assembled cheering and singing the 
national anthem. The city is partially ilumi- 
nated. 

TE DEUM. 

BucHargst, Dec. 11.—A Te Deum was sung 
here to-day to celebrate the Russian success at 
Plevna. Prince Gortschakoff and the Russian 
and Roumanian authorities were present. 

THE CZAR 
and Prince Gortschakoff will return to St. 
Petersburg in a week. The Czar, after the sur- 
render of Pievna, placed his own carriage and 
escort at the disposal of Osman Pasha. 
RUSSIAN SECURITIES. 

Lonpon, Dec. 11.—There has been an im- 
portant rise in all classes ot Russian securities 
on the London Stock Exchange, and they main- 
tain great firmness, notwithstanding large real- 
izing sales have been thrown upon the market. 

ENGLISH MEDIATION. 

The general tone of the London press is to 
urge the Government to seize the present op- 
portunity for mediation, and while it may yet 
not be too late. Sophia must be captured be- 
fore long, and, that accomplished, no important 
obstacle remains to the rapid advance of the 
victorious Russians on Adrianople. 


VARIOUS 
PEACE RUMORS. 

BucHAREst, Dec. 11.—Rumors that, the Porte 
intends to take immediate steps for bringing 
about an armistice or peace negotiations are 
founded on something more than mere con- 
jecture. 

It is semi-officially announced that the cap- 
ture of Plevna will not prevent hostilities from 
being continued, even though preliminary nego- 
tiations for peace should be commenced. 

SERVIA. 

BNA DR, Dec. 11.—The military revolt at 
Kragujevatz has been suppressed. Forty in- 
subordinate militiamea who fied to the woods 
huve been captured. Communication has been 
established between Gen. Horvatovich’s corps 
and the Russian detachment in Bulgaria. 

ATTEMPTED ASSASSINATION. 

CaTraRa, Dec. 11.—During the operations 
against the citadel of Antivari, the Prince of 
Montenegro has been inhabiting a house be- 
longing to a Mahometan Bey in the Town of 
Antivari. On Sunday an attempt was made to 
assassinate the Prince in the house, which was 
mined and blown up. The Prince was fortun- 
ately absent at the time. One of his body guard 
was killed, and six injured.

Mr. Kernan sates from the act of March 1 
1969, to strengthen the public credit, and arga 
by that act the Government was ple to pay its 
bonds in gold com u the strict letter of the law. 
‘They micht be paid in silver, but every one knew 
that 4 — gold coin was tne only coin meant 
for the payment of bonds when they were issued. 
If the Government should now decide to pay its 
oonds iu silver, the creditors would have to come 
with horses and carts to take it away, and such a 
tuing never was contemplated when tae bonds were 
issned. He respectfully, but most earnestiy, dis- 
sented from the proposition embodied in this reso- 
lu ion, and submitted tothe intelligent es 
of every Senator whether its passage would be in 
keeping with the pledge made in the act of 1869. 

He next quoted from the act of Feb. 12, 1873, 
which demonetized the silver dollar, and argued 
that the Government did then elect in which coin 
the bonds should he paid, It declared its option 
then to pay bonds in gold com, and not in silver. 
That act recognized gold as the only coin. People 
who held these bonds had the right to say that it 
would not be in good faith for the Government to 
say We will go back again and pay you in 
silver.” Many hundreds of millions of dollars’ 
worth of bonds had been issued since 1873, when 
the act demonetizing the silver dollar was 

Were these bonds to be paid with silver? 
hese bonds were purchased by strangers who 
relied upon the promise of our Secretary of the 
Treasury that they were to be paid in gold. Should 
this resolution be passed he did not see how it 
could be said that Congress had taken care of: the 
credit and honor of the Government. It would be 
cheating the hojders of these bonds to pay them in 
silver, and he trusted the Senate would come to 
the conclusion that it had no right to change the 
laws #0 as to make cheaper coin and put it off on 
the creditors. The passage of this resolution would 
be disastrous to the confidence and credit of our 
country. It had been said that the law of 1873, 
demonetizing the silver dollar, was a fraud. Sup- 
pose it was’ Who perpetrated that fraud? The 
agents of the people of this country. The men 
who borrowed the money did not perpetrate it, and 
if there had been a wrong the people must deal 
with their accredited agents in regard to it, and 
not with the people who loaned money to the Gov- 
ernment. He hoped and believed for the sake of 
our Government, for the sake of our people, no 
such resolution as this would be passed. Let Con- 
gress do that which would restore the confidence 
now being shaken by these agitations in the halls 
of Congress. 

Mr. K said he thought the act demonetizing 
the silver dollar was wrong. He referred to the 
remarks of Mr. Kernan, and said it was the first 
time he had heard a Democratic Senator on this 
floor defend the acts of the Republican majority in 
Congress in regard to finances. Neither had he 
heard a Democrat in the other House of Congress 
defend these acts. There had been many acts done 
against which the whoie Democratic party protest- 
ed. When Congress undertook to say that the 
bonds were payable in gold aione, it did that which 
no Legislature had the power to do. He spoke of 
the depressed condition of busihess throughout 
the country, and said the Democratic minority on 
his side of the Chamber had grown to its present 
proportions, and power in the other House of Con- 
gress had passed over tothe Democrats because 
that party pledged itself not to legislate in the in- 
terest of the bondholders. In conciusion he argued 
—— it would be no injustice to pay the bonds in 

ver. a * 

Mr. Wallace sald we had the double standard from 
1796 to 1873. Gold and silver were both used and 
recognized from 1853 to 1873. Gold drove out 
silver because silver was undervalued. It stood at 
more than 100 cents for a dollar in gold both here 
and in England. When our bonds were issued 
from 1861 to 1873 coin meant both gold and silver, 
and the option to pay in either was ours. When 
the Fanding act of 1870 was passed we made the 
whole $1,560,000, 000 payable in coin of the then 
standard value. ‘That value was 412% grains sil- 
ver and 25 8-10 grains of gold to the d r. This 
was ordered to be indorsed upon the bonds. and it 
was so indorsed. All of the bonds contained this 
express provision. One of the bonds he held in 
his hand had upon it these words: The United 
States of America are indebted to the 
bearer in the eum of $50. This 
is issued in accordance with the provision 
of an act of Congress, July 14, 1870, and is ro- 
deemabdie at the pleasure of the United States after 
the first day of July, 1007, in coin of the standard 
value of the United States on said July 14, 1870, 
with interest in such coin from the day of date 
hereof at the rate of 4 per centum, payable quar- 
terly,” ete. 

Resuming his argument, Mr. Wallace said the 
law made the contract, the bond expressed it. and 
gave notice of iti. Every bond sold since 1870 is 
payable by the very terms of the contract in gold 
dollars of 25 8-10 graina, or silver doliars of 412% 
grains. Are we cheats or repudiationists if we 
insist upon the coatract? Is it a breach of moralit 
to say we avide by our contract’ If silver ha 
gone up and gold down, might we not pay in gold! 
This was the option reserved. But, say the other 
side, you changed your standard in 1873, and 
made gold your unit of value. Supvose it 
to be so still, what does your bond 
say? It is ory in either by its er- 
press terms, ay the sovereign. not change 
its standard of value? Has the Government not 
this power? Clearly it has. If so, what reason 
for complaint has the bondholder? His bonds are 
not dud for years to come. This one is payable in 
1907. Must we cross the bridge before we get 
there? Is it the business of any bondholder whose 
bond is not now due to say we shall not change our 
standard? Is ita breach of our contract waen the 
bond shows the reverse? Silver stood at 99 within 
a year, and all thie thing about repudiation was a 
bugaboo. May if not again be at par before a sin- 
gie bond matures? The real question is, What is 
the contract? The bond and law both speak an- 
wer. It is our option to pay in either metal as it 
stood in 1870. Those who took bonds since 1873 
have no higher standing thun their contract gives 
them, it is goid and silver, not gold appreciated 
by demonetizing silve. This is the very letter of 
their bond.

THE EVENERS ALARMED. 

The live-stock shippers’ ring, better known as 
**eveners,’’ look forward to the railroad man- 
agers’ meetingto be held at Cleveland to- morrow 
with great alarm. They are aware of the fact that 
the arrangement by which they were allowed to 
pocket a reb#te of $15 per car on all live-stock 
shipments from this city will be materially modi- 
fied, if not entirely legislated out of existence. 
The railroad managers who have aided them in 
their grab for the last two years will not be able 
to longer stem the tide which has been graduaily 
setting in against this unjust discrimination, and 
will be forced to rearrange the poole on a basis 
which allows no rebates or drawbacks to be paid to 
a favored few. The eveners are moving 
heaven and earth to prevent the = rail- 
roads from taking action against them. . They 
have received in the shape of rebates, for doing no 
service to the roads, during the last two years, the 
handsome sam of over $1,000,000, and it is but 
natural that they should be opposed to losing this 
handsome littie income. It is understood that the 
eveners held a meeting at the Stock-Yafds yester- 
day, over which Mr. Nelson Morris presided, for 
the purpose of taking concerted action in regard to 
the impending unfavorable action by the railroad 
Managers. 

From What can be learned, they decided to pro- 
pose tothe Managers a new plan by which they 

romise to even all the live-stock shipments 
rom Chicago, Indianapolis. and St. Louis, promis- 
ing to apportion the business proportionately be- 
tween these points, and ship from nootbers. lu tais 
manner, they argue, the opposition of the South- 
western railroads to the eveners weula de over- 
come, and everything would be harmony and 
peace. It ie said they appointed a committee to 
g° to Cleveland to urge the adoption of this plan 

fore the Managers’ meeting. If the raiiroads 
refuse to listen to their arguments and entrenties, 
and refuse to make an arrangement by which they 
will continue to get the lions share arising from 
the profits on the live-stock traffic, they propose to 
‘*bulidoze"’’ these roads until they are ready to 
come to an understanding. If such action becomes 
necessary, they mean to combine and throw all 
their shipments on one or two lines, and thus 
break oP any combinetion the railroads decide 
upon. If the railroads are really as strong and 
united now as they claim to be, there is no good 
reason why they should be alarmed about these 
threats, and make concessions. The grain business 
is mach larger than the live-stock traffic, and yet 
it hus not come to light that rebates are allowed to 
a promiueut ring of grain-shippers whose duty it 
is to even- up that incss. as the live-stock busi- 
ness is evened-up, and prevent the grain shipments 
from being made over one or two favorite Ithes. 
At the time tne Chicago live-stock poo! wat made 
it may have been necessary to make concessions to 
the eveners and pay them for helping to maintain 
the combination and hich rates. But since that 
time the New York pool has been organized, which 
has it in its power to stop discriminations either 
by shippers, rings, or dissatistied roads, as all it 
has to do fs to stop the interchange of business with 
roads which violate existing agreements. This 
course has been pursued in regard to the grain and 
meat business, an’ itis hard to see why it cannot 
be extended to the  hive-stock business. 
Such an arrangement as is now proposed by 
the, eveners might have the effect of stopping 
the grumbling and dissatisfaction of the Southwest- 
ern roads, but the same causes which have induced 
Tux Tripune to oppose the present arrangement 
would continue to exist. The live-stock business 
would continue to be controiled by a few favored 
shippers, against whom the small shippers, who 
are allowed no reoates, have no show, and the 
public would still have to puy for the large 
amounts pocketed by the eveners in the shape of 
re hates by being charged higher rates than they 
would otherwise have to pay. 

— 
THE SCALPERS’ WAR. 

The railroads and the scalpers rested on their 
arms, and neither of the contesting parties took 
any decisive steps yesterday, nor were there any 
new arrests made. It was an oppressive calm that 
prevalled. —one that indicates a storm which is 
liable to leave havoc and destruction in its wake. 
The storm will probably break out this morning, 
and will be heralded by the arrest of another 
batch of offending scalpers. So far the 
latter show but few signs of weaken- 
ing, and brag of their ability to withstand 
all attacks successfully, and come out ahead in 
the end. They talk mysteriously about certain 
railroaie which are desirous of seeing them suc- 
ceed, and which are clandestinely aiding them as 
muchastheycan. Itis understood that the At- 
lautic „ Great Western is one of the roads, and 
that for this reason the Erie & Chicago line is be- 
ing favored by the scalpers, This read seems to 
be mnen benefited by the war, and continues to 
do a large business. It sold yesterday fifteen 
throuch tickets. As stated a few days ago, the 
ecalpers, in order to avoid being ontwitted by the 
railroads, now exact the fall rate. $20, for tickets 
to New York, from purcaasers, and give an order 
for a rebate of $2 on their agent in New York, Mr. 
G. G. Lansive. At first the orders were made pay - 
able to bearer, and any one could collect the re- 
bate, but on finding that the roads continued to 
buy up the tickets and sent the orders for rebate 
on to New York for collection, they had the orders 
changed, so they now read az follows:

Record of Judgments, New Suits, Bank- 
ruptey Proceedings, Etc. 

Perry H. Smith and George L. Dunlap filed a bill 
yesterday in the United States Circuit Court against 
A. B. Meeker, R. E. Jenkins, and C. N. Fay, As- 
signees of A. B. Meeker & Co., and Horatio Pratt, 
Receiver of the Eureka Coal Company, to compel 
Meeker to account for all the property that has 
come into his hands as such President. The com- 
plainants allege that they are stockholders in the 
Coal Company, and that Meeker, as its President, 
has conducted the business for his own interests 


and profit. He has been called on from 
time to time to make a statement the 
condition of the Company's affaira, t has 


ever refused todo so. At the time complainants 
purchased their stock the books of the Company 
showed it owed Meeker $80, 000. though he repre- 
sented it was free from debt and doing a prosper- 
ous busiaess. Meeker has pretended to lend the 
Company large sums of money from time to time, 
and has taken the Company's funds to repay him- 
self. His schedule in bankrupfcy shows that this 
$80, 000 claim against the Company was secured by 
first mortgage bonds of the Company to the 
amount of $98,000. It is further charged that 
Meeker gave the Company's notes to pay his 
private debts to the amount of $20,000, and 
that he has distributed the stock of the 
Company among different members of his family, 
and has been making the most of the advantages to 
be derived from owning the stock. The complain- 
ants, therefore, want an accounting, and a revela- 
tion of tlie true inwardness of Mr. Meeker’s con- 
nection with the Company.

Judge Drummond yesterday decided some de- 
murrers to the pieas in the condemnation suit 
against Dickenson, Leach & Co. There had been 
the usual bond given, and a forfeiture, and a suit 
onthe bond.

Judge Drummond held that the assessment was 
binding in the absence of fraud, but, if they could 
prove tne fraud, it would of course vitiate the as 
sessment.

Offensive Atmosphere at the Former 
Place The Faupers School.

more favorabic aay than yesterday to visit the In- 
sane Asylum and Poor-House, The sun shone 
brightly,’ the air was bracing, and the roade in 
good condition. They started from the County 
Building between 10 and 11 o'clock. The trip had 
been improvised for the special benefit of tbe new 
members, and when the carriages were filled it was 
found that they were all in attendance, beside sev- 
eral old members. Those absent were Mesers. 
Tabor, Cleary, Fitzgerald, Conly,and Mulloy, who 
had the excuse for not going that they had been 
there before. 

The institutions were reached about noon, and, 
the visit having been anticipated by those in 
charge, everything was in readiness to receive the 
distinguished visitors. Upon the approach of the 
carriages the main entrance to the Asylum was 
occupied by the employes dressed in their best. 

THE INSANE ASYLUM, 
after the crowd of importunere had been shaken 
off, was finally entered, the visitors being led by 
the medical staff of the institution. The floors 
were scrupulously clean. the walls clear and 
white, but the air was anything else then inspirit- 
ing. may have been the latter fact t\at m- 
duced the Doctors to first lead the visitors down 
winding stairs and through dark, crooked halis to 
the dispensary. but whatever may have been the 
incentive, the dispensary was visited, and the 
Doctors exhibited their skill in compounding

ever. prescribing for himself as the effect of the 
atmosphere or his infirmities might aictate. kvery- 
thi ere was pronounced in — Be order, and 
80 wholesome and inviting were t rauchts that.

ATTEMPTED REPLY 1 1 0 JUDGE BOOTH. 
To the Editor of The Tribune, 

Omicaco, Dec. 10.—A few weeks ago I asked you 
to point ont the epecifie acts of commission or 
omission constituting the frandulent means by 
which the passage of the bill demonetizing silver 
wa; 1 You kindly answerea my few 
questions with a pone editorial, the gist of which 
layin the asxertion that the Dill was passed in a 
fraudulent, tricky manner, inasmuch as it pro- 
hibited the coinage of the silver dollar, not by any 
express enactment, but by simply dropping it from 
the list of authorized coins, Icannot s at yoar 
answer satisfied me at the time, but f refrained 
from askinz any further questions, and would not 
have written to you a second time on the subject 
were it not for the letter of Judge Booth published 
in your yesterday's issue, 

be Judge bears the reputation of a caim, aloes, 
and careful reasoner. is utterances are entitled 
to respectful consideration. It is, therefore, all 
a more important to call attention to tne errors, 
when into which he may have fallen, and to 
against the erroneous im ~ "eran likely to 
Gries from them among the pub 

Strictly speaking, the means—whether proper or 
improper— which the demonetizing act wae 
passed have nothing to do with the question of the 
expediency of remonetizing silver at the present 
time. Even when it ie admitted that no improper 
means were used, the arguments for remonetiza- 
tion lose none of their force. It may be that the 
means used were unexceptionable, and that silver 
should be remonetized neverthe:ess. I regret. 
therefore, that Jud e Booth use’ such lancuaze as 
the following: The act Gomanetistng the silver 
dollar was passed by a trick, a species of Me: vislative 
legerdemain, artfully conceal in a bili conveying 
no idea of any such purpose. While the statement 
itself im no way strengthens his argument, he ad- 
duces no proof in suppert of it, 

It is well known that long before, and at the time 
of, the passage of the act the commercial value of 
the silver dollar was greater than that of the gold 
dollar, and that for this reason the silver dollar of 
412% grains had practically ceased to circniate as 
coin. it was worth three or four cents more than 
the gold dollar. This being the case, one would 
naturally have expected to have seen the credttors, 
the bondholders, exert themselves for the demone- 
tization of gold, not of Mlver; whereas the inter- 
est of the debtor lay in precisely the opposite di- 
rection, the demonetization of silver, not of gold. 
And this ia the real reason why the passage of the 
bill excited but little attention and encountered 
hardly any opvosition. Had the value of silver 
remained the same, had it not since then very con- 
siderably declined, the fact of the passage of the 
act cman A have long ago been consigned into utter 
oblivion. If there was any trick perpetrated, any 
artful concealment, such as the Judge asserts. as 
it was in the interest, 80 it must have been on the 

ri. of the debtors. Thefereditors eannot have 

en so foolish; or they must have been prophets, 
capable of foreseeing that two or three years later 
silver would tumble in value. 

[Mr. Stem falls into a grave error, caused by 
lack of due reflection. It would have been very 
foolish for the deotor class to have sought the de- 
monetization of silver; as the effect of such act 
would be to deprive them of their option to pay in 
either metal, The American people always en- 
joyed the option to pay in the cheaper coin from 
1793 until 1873. No man was wise enough in 
1873 to know that silver dollars would always be 
more yaluable than gold dollars, and no debtor in 
his senses would voluntarily surrender his right to 
pay debts in the less valuable of the two. To de- 
monetize either metal was to the advantage of the 
creditor at the expense of the debtor. —Ep. } 

Judge Booth takes exception to the President's 
position that the bonds should be paid in gold be- 
cause such was the understanding on which they 
were issued, and denies the existence of any such 
understanding. as the bonds were made payable in 
coin. He calls upon the Presidént to state how he 
knows that the understanding was that they were 
to be paid in gold. In order to answer this in- 

quiry. we must put ourselves into the situation of 

e parties to the bonds. The Government at the 
— it issued them did not contemplate a payment 
in silver (?), which was then worth more than gola. 
Nor dia the purchasers of the bonds contemplate 
any payment in silver. It had long since ceased to 
be a circulating medium, or even to be regarded as 
such. 

[How does Mr. Stein know the Government aid 
not contemplate payment in silver? Did the Gov- 
ernment foreknow that silver would always be 
dearer than gold? The Government only intended 
to pay in gold so long as that was thé cheaper 
metal; it fully intended to pay in silver the mo- 
ment gold became dearer than silver. The bond- 
holder knew this very well; he knew the Govern- 
ment had the option, and would exercise it when- 
ever its interest would be promoted thereby. — Ep.] 

If any purchaser, just before baying for the 
bond, had noticed the words ‘*redeemable in 
coin,” and had undertaken to find ont what coin 
was meant, any person he micht have asked, even 
the officers of the Government, would at that time 
have told him: Why, gold, of course. Noth- 
ing but gold was talked of or considered. Before 
the depreciation of silver, the universal intention 
was to resume in gold, not in silver. Therefore it 
is that we onght to redeem our promises in the 
same sease in which we made them, and in which 
the persons to whom we made them understood 
them to be made. 

[And if any intended purchaser of the bond had 
further asked. Why do yonsay ‘gold, of course 
the Government officer would have answered, 
Because the gold dollar is worth fess than the 
silver dollar; if it becomes more valuable than sil- 
ver the Government will pay you in silver dollars, 
of course. If nothing but gold was ta'ked about 
at the time, it was simply for the reason that gold 
wasthen cheaper than silver. To redeem in the 

same sensein which the promise wae made is to 
restore to the deptor his option to pay in which- 
ever of the metals he pleases; that was the under- 
standing; that was the promise; that was the con- 
tract. —Ep. | 

The argument of Judge Booth isa good enough 
one fora surety to make, who seeks by hook or 
crook to crawl out of his liability, but it will not 
do foragreat and mighty nation, the affairs of 
which should be administered upon the highest 
principles of morality and ethics. A State is the 
supreme of living organisms known to mankind; 
and in its conduct it ought to set a shining example 
to those who owe it allegiance. 

[The individual and corporate debtors of the 
United States owe twice or thrice as much debt as 
the Government. For eighty years they enjoyed 
the right to discharge their obligations in gold or 
silver at their option. This option was taken away 
from them without their knowledge or consent. 
A fraud and an outrage was practiced apon them 
It is not setting a shining example” of honesty 
or fair dealing for a Government to strike down 
one of the standards of legal payment, and there- 
by enhance the other, and command all men to 
pay their debts in money made artificially and ab- 
normally dear. —Ep. }

Yesterday’s vote in the Senate, refusing to 
postpone consideration of Mr. Marruews’ 
concurrent resolution and take up tho Silver 
bill, is not to be construed as denoting hos- 
tility to the latter measure. The correct 
theory undoubtedly is, that a very large 
majority of the Senate is in favor of the doc- 
trine set forth in the resolution, which re- 
cites that all bonds, the payment of which in 
gold is not expressly stipulated, “‘ are paya- 
ble, principal and interest, at the option of 
the Government of the United States, in sil- 
ver dollars of the coinage of the United 
States containing 412} grains each of 
standard silver, and that to restore to its 
coinage such silver coin as legal-tender in 
payment of said bonds, principal and inter- 
est, is not in violation of the public faith, 
nor in derogation of the rights of the public 
creditor.” Itis the evident design of the 
silver men of the Senate to pass this resolu- 
tion as a preliminary to the passage of the 
Silver bill, the subsequent passage of the 
latter being a matter of course. It is not 
certain that a vote will be taken on the 
Martruews resolution before adjournment for 
the holiday recess, or that the Silver bill will 
come up for passage before that time, but it 
is very certain that both measures will 
eventually pass the Senate.

The Turks at Plevna must have suffered 
frightfully by famine as well as by battle. A 
month ago it was well ascertained that Osman 
Pasha had an army under him of more than 
60,000 men. The number of Turks who sur- 
rendered is stated to be only 40,000 fit for 
duty, and these little better than living skel- 
etons. One-third of the whole Turkish army 
have perished within thirty days of starva- 
tion, shot, and shell, but chiefly of the 
former. The roadis now open to Constan- 
tinople as soon as the Russians are ready to 
march upon it. The Turks are in nearly as 
desperate condition as the Rebels were 
after Lee's surrender at Appomattox. 
Soremanx Pasha may hold out in the 
Quadrilateral fortresses of Bulgaria for 
a short time, but by so doing he leaves 
the road to Constantinople, by the western 
passes of the Balkans, undefendei. Keep- 
ing an army of 60,000 or 70,000 men to hold 
Rustchuk and Silistria on the Danube, 
Shumla near the Balkans, and Varna on the 
Black Sea, will not defend the home prov- 
ince, Roumelia, or the Capital, from falling 
into the hands of the Russians. The 
quicker he can get his troops away from 
the Danube and out of Bulgaria, and as 
near Adrianople as possible, the better for 
what is left of the Ottoman cause. The 
forse of Mxuemer A, which is some- 
where in the vicinity of Sophia, will not be 
able to make much resistance to the victori- 
ous march of the legions of the Czar on the 
bid Capital of the Greek Em pire. 

SAVING TWO PER CENT INTEREST. 

The Washington correspondent of Tue 
Cuicaco Trrsunz has had a conversation 
with Mr. Hzwrrr, the New York Congress- 
man, in the course of which the latter ap- 
proved of President Hayzs’ position on silver 
remonetization, and expressed himself as 
follows : 


Why, my dear sir, it isn’t a question of legality, 
this payment of the debt in silver. No one ques- 
tions the right of the Government to make such 
payment, bai just look at it! Capitalists stand 
ready to take our bonds at 4 per cent, if we will 
pay them in gold, while if we make them payable 
in eilxer they want 5 or 6 percent. Shall we not 
save this difference to the taxpayers? I am not, 
nor is the Democratic party, working for the bond- 
holder, but for the people, ana, if the bondholder 
is collaterally helped, he is to be congratulated, 
but that is not our object. It is not a question of 
the Government's right to pay in silver, it is a 
question of expediency ; 
me that, if it costs us less to 
silver, it is our duty to pay in 
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money they will take the new bonds at the 
new rate, and, if they do desire their money 


rather than a 4 per cent investment, they 


must take it in silver. 

If the ruling rate of interest at which the 
Government can borrow money be 4 per 
cent, it will be 4 per cent in silver as well as 
4 per centin gold, after silver shall have 
been restored to its money function. It will 
not do to say that an addition to the slock of 
lawful coin money will increase the rate of 
interest. There may be a difference in the 
relative value of gold and silver. We will 
assume that the silver dollar, after remone- 
tization, will be worth only 95 cents with a 
gold dollar at par. But if the par gold dollar 
will only earn 4 percent on its value, then 
the silver dollar will earn only 4 per cent on 
its value. Men having silver to invest will 
scarcely expect to earn a larger rate of faterest 
thereon than men having gold to invest. 
When the Government offers refunding 
bonds on a gold basis alone, it re- 
quires a payment in gold, and virtually 
agrees to repay principal and interest 
in gold; when it offers bonds on a silver 
basis, it expects to receive silver and pay sil- 
ver; when it offers bonds for gold or silver, 
it expects that the purchasers will pay the 
cheaper of the two, and reserves the right 
on its part to repay in the cheaper; but the 
ruling rate of interest remains the same in 
any and all of these cases. 

The error that must have misled the Presi- 
dent, Mr. Hewrrr, and others in regard to 
this matter is the assumption that the Gov- 
ernment would undertake to sell bonds for 
gold at par with the understanding that the 
interest and principal should be payable in 
silver; or, in other words, that the Govern- 
ment would exact the dearer metal in selling 
its bonds and reserve the privilege of paying 
them in the cheaper. Of course, 4 per cent 
bonds could not be sold on this basis; but 
nobody thinks of trying it. The purpose of 
offering 4 per cent bonds is to get money 
wherewith to redeem 5 per cents and 6 per 
cents. But both these latter may be 
paid in silver as well as gold, and 
the purpose is worked out by obtaining 
silver just as fully as if gold were secured. 
If aman has $1,000 in gold which he wants 
to invest in Government bonds, and the 
Government offers 4 per cent bonds payable 
in gold or silver, he will sell his 
$1,000 gold, if there be a premium on 
gold, conyert it into silver, and buy the 
bonds with the silver. If he was willing to 
take 4 percent gold interest on his gold in- 
vestmont, he will be equally willing to take 
his 4 per cent silver interest on his silver in- 
vestment. If, then, the debt can be refund- 
ed into 4 per cents on a gold basis, and there- 
by make an annual saving of over $20,000,- 
000, it cam likewise be refunded on a silver 
basis and make alike annual saving. The 
probability is that refunding in 4 per cents 
will be an easier matter with both silver and 
gold than on an exclusively gold basis (the 
old bonds ‘and the new being alike payable 
in silver or gold), because the stock of mon- 
ey will be enlarged and proportionately 
cheaper in the market. 


THE TURKISH DEFEAT. 
The long war between the Muscovite and 


Mussulman, commenced by Prrer the Great 
over a century ago, draws to its close, and 
promises to end the protracted and bloody 
struggle with such overwhelming disaster 
that the Turks can never again renew it, 
even if they are allowed to remain in Europe. 
The knell of Turkish power has sounded, 
first at Kars and now again at Plevna, in each 
case suddenly and fatally. The war in Asia 
Minor hung upon the issue of Kars. When 
that fortress fell, Batoum yielded of neces- 
sity, and Erzeroum must soon follow. In 
Europe, the Turkish Government concen- 
trated all the resources of its three great 
armies around and in Plevna, and rested its 
hopes of final success upon that fortress, 
Its sudden and complete fall marks the third 
great epoch of the war, the first being the 
passage of the Danube, which gave the Rus- 
sians a foothold and ultimate possession of 
Bulgaria; the. second being the capture of 
the Shipka Pass, which they have succéss- 
fully held, and which gives them control of 
the most advantageous entrance into 
Roumelia. The third great epoch, 
the fall of the Turkish objective 
point, which removes one entire army and 
palsies the other two, has passed, and now, 
after Plevna, what? There are but two an- 
swers to choose from. Turkey must now 
sue for peace, or fight on in this contest of 
despair only to defer for a short time her 
inevitable fate. As the Sultan himself is 
discouraged, and has for some time been in 
favor of peace, and as the radical War 
Ministry was deposed from power but a 
short time ago, it is not improbable that the 
Government may negotiate with Russia for 
peace, independent of all the other Powers, 
not only to show its contempt for England, 
but with the hope of getting better terms.

If 
eight or ten thousand cavalry could hold bim 
at Orchanie, the army of the Grand Duke, 
flushed with victory, would sweep him away 
like the whirlwind. If Swzantan Pasha can 
reach Roumelia, and Menxemer Aur effect a 
safe retreat into the interior, it is‘ not im- 
pussible that the Turks, by concentrating all 
the troops at Constantinople and Adrianople, 
cn hc them with these armies, 
t make one more stand, but it would 
be as useless a move as that of the one piece 
on the board which goes one square more 
into the inevitable corner, where it is lost. 
There are other factors to be considered in 
producing this result which have thus far 
been silent. The fall of Plevna will be the 
signal for Servia’s declaration of complete 
independence from the Turkish yoke and 
for her active partic'pation in the close of 
the war. while from the far south, Greece 
and Crete, who have only been waiting the 
present opportunity, will not fail to put m 
a plea for independence by armed interven- 
tion on the side of Russia. 

It s easier to trace the probable direction 
of the campaign than to forecast the condi- 
tions of peace and the changes they will 
make, Should Turkey fail to negotiate a 
peace strictly with Russia, then the making 
of peace will be in the hands of Austria, 
Germany; and Russia. It is evident now 
that England will play no immediate part in 
the settlement of peace. The London Times 
bears very significant testimony on this 
point in the following extract sent by cable 
yesterday : 

The Turks refused to accept the condition on 
which Europe, including ourselves, offered to con- 
tinue our full recognition of their Empire, and 
they must be left to take the consequences. Those 
consequences must sooner or later be the forfeiture 
of some of their authority, if not of their terri- 
tory, in Europe. No European Power, and this 
country least of all, will interfere to prevent that 
consequence. , 

This remarkable statement, which is for- 
tified by a similar declaration in the News, 
foreshadowing not only the loss of authority 
but also of territory, shows that there is a 
revolution of opinion going on among the 
English people with reference to the Turks, 
and that England will leave them to their 
fate. The destruction of Turkish authority, 
however, and even the division of Turkish 
territory, will not satisfy strict justice. The 
only logical outcome of this war will be the 
dispersal of the Turks and their relegation to 
their Asiatic possessions. They are a bar- 
baric race of Asiatics, having nothing in 
common with European civilization to-day 
more than they had when their ancestors in- 
vaded Europe three centuries ago, and 
Sclavic autonomy will never be completely 
guaranteed until Turkish power and name 
are no longer known in Europe. 


THE INTRINSIC VALUE OF SILVER. 

Senator Stantzy Martuews, of Ohio, de- 
serves the thanks of the American people 
because of his open challenge and denial of 
the allegation that any part of the national 
debt is not legally payable in silver dollars. 
He submitted, in the form of a concurrent 
resolution for the adoption by the two 
Houses of Congress, a declaration that it 
would be legal, equitable, and moral to re- 
store the silver dollar; that the restoration 
of such dollar was demanded by true finan- 
cial wisdom; and that the right to pay every 
portion of the public debt, principal and 
interest, in silver dollars of 412} grains, was 
sustained by every word of every one of the 
public acts on this question from 1862 to the 
Resumption law of 1875. He has put this 
declaration in the form of a resolution, that 
it might be adopted and be published to the 
world. 

Senator Matrnuews, however, in addition to 
the discussion of the legal question, involv- 
ing, of course, the moral question of paying 
debts as required by the letter and spirit of 
the law, met the assertion that silver had 
depreciated in value by demonstrating that 
it was gold that had appreciated. In support 
of this he cited the universal testimony of 
the time. The following is a part of the 
Senate debate on this point: 


Mr. Mrrurws said: There were considerations 
of another nature which invited discussion, and 
into which perhaps the Senate ought to go, into 
which perhaps some who would take part in the 
discassion would necessarily go, but he would only 
briefly refer to them. It had been said that silver 
had depreciated in value. How was the loss 
measured’ By gold. Why not say gold had ap- 
preciated in value? 

Mr. Earon—Has not silver depreciated in the 
purchase of every product? | 

Mr. MatrrHews—lI answer silver can to-day buy 
more of any known product of labor than it 
could in July, 1870, here and in Asia. Nowhere 
in the world has silver depreciated the breadth of a 
hair. On the contrary, it has maintained its posi- 
tion. Itcan buy to-day more land, more houses, 
more calico, more everything, than it could in 
1870. 

Ar. Eaton said he agreed withthe Senator that 
it could in America, but it could not abroad. 5 

Mr. Marrukws— What have we to do with abroad? 
What have we to do with the mquiry whether lands 
and houses abroad have appreciated or not? Who 
is there who does not know from actual personal 
observation that everything has gone down, and 
that gold alone has gone up? Nothing could pre- 
vent persons from seeing that but the blindness of 
those who had joined the conspiracy to exalt gold 
as the king of money. 

Mr. Epuunps said, taking the remarks of the 
Senator to be true about silver and gold, why would 
not his philosophy apply as well to copper and 
gold? a 

Mr. Marrnzws—We did not agree to pay in cop- 
per. 

Mr. Epmuyps then asked if the Senator from 
Ohio was quite sure gold had appreciated, and if 
the price of silks in France in gold was so high as 
five years ago. 

Mr. Marruz ws, resuming his argument, said he 
had the testimony of his own personal experience, 
the testimony of the list of bankrupteies through- 
out the country, the testimony of the list of 
Sheriffs’ sales, to the effect that everything but 
gold had depreciated in value. What else meant 
all this cry of discontent? What else meant all 
this murmur of dissatisfaction’ The “istress of 
the country now was beyond all historical com- 
parison in our country, and it would take but a few 
more turns of the wheel to throw the great mass 
of our people into bankruptcy. 

In conclusion, Mr. Martms argued that if 
this appreciation of gold shall continue, the best 
investment possible would be to lock it up and 
wait its appreciation. 


In this point is conspicuously shown the 
great wrong and injustice done to the world 
generally by the German and American de- 
monetization of silver. It is impossible for 


for the entire product for some time to 
sought to capture gold 


supply, and to cut off all other nations from 
their ordinary acquisitions of the metal. Of 
necessity, the extraordinary demand for an 
article always in limited supply largely in- 
creased the value of gold. It did not 
affect the value of silver, except 
when offered as an exchange for gold. 
The silver in London is quoted at its 
price in gold. The annual demand for 
silver is a regular one, equaling, 
with light variations, the amount annually 
produced. Germany placed on the market, 
to be exchanged for gold, her entire silver 
coinage. She has been endeavoring to pur- 
chase the gold, but it is not to be had, though 
she is offering a large premium for it. In 
the meantime, in all parts of the civilized 
world an ounce of silver commands as much 
property of every kind as it has done for the 
last ten years. The silver dollar, which in 


to-day purchase as much land, and as much 
of every other description of property not 
affected by peculiar circumstances, as it did 
from 1860 to 1878, except gold, and the 
reason is, that under the special de- 
mand for gold the value of that metal 
has risen beyond ail modern precedent. The 
silver dollar of 4124 grains can purchase as 
much property of every kind, except gold, 
as it could when it was worth 103 cents in 
gold, and the conclusion is irresistible that 
the present difference in the value of the 
metals is due to an appreciation of gold, in 
which commodity only is there a decline of 
the purchasing power of silver. 

The great noise and hullabaloo that have 
been raised on the assumption that the silver 
dollar will be worth only 92 cents on the dol- 
lar are without cause, The intrinsic value 
of the silver dollar is unchanged when con- 
trasted with the value of all cther property 
than gold; The insane ambition of Secre- 
tary Sazrman to resume specie payments in 
gold is another item in the demand for gold 
which tends to give it an extraordinary value. 

We have nothing particular to do with the 
action of Germany in demonetizing silver, 
but we have the power to remedy the un- 
fortunate action so far as this Government is 
concerned. We can render gold unnecessary 
in this country for any purpose of paying 
debts, principal or interest, or in paying du- 
ties. We can make silver receivable for 
every purpose, and for the purchase of all 
forms of property. We can thus withdraw 
from the gold market. We can, if need be, ro- 
lease the hundred and fifty or more millions 
of gold in this coyntry, throwing 
it upon the European market, and 
materially breaking up the gold combina- 
tion by making the market abundant and 
cheap instead of scarce and dear. The re- 
monetization of the silver dollar is demanded 
by every consideration of right and justice, 
wisdom and expediency. Why should the 
people of this country punish and bankrupt 
themselves by giving to gold an extraor- 
dinary value, adding from 10 to 20 per cent 
of allforms of debt, and depreciating all 
other forma of property to the same extent? 
Let it be remembered that the silver dollar 
of 4125 grains is worth to-day as much in 
the purchase of all forms of property, ex- 
cept gold, as it was worth when it could 
purchase 103 cents in gold. Why, then, 
should it be demonetized? If it be worth 


why not in the payment of debts and in the 
purchase of bonds? Why should the silver 
dollar not be restored to its old rank and 
value among the coins of the country ?

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC RAILWAY--EX- 
TEND THE LINE. 

H. E. Sarnczent, Esq., known to all our 
leading citizens for many years as the able 
Superintendent of the Michigan Central 
Railway, and now occupying the same posi- 
tion on the Northern Pacific, was in town on 
Monday, and gives the most encouraging 
statements in regard to the present condition 
and the prospects of the road. What distin- 
guishes the road from nearly all the railways 
in the country is the gratifying fact that it is 
absolutely free from debt. It was sold out, 
and bought in by the bondholders ; they torm- 
ed a new Company, and thus the old stock 
and debts were all wipedout. The Company 
have some 450 miles of road, extending from 
Lake Superior to Bismarck on the Missouri, 
and 100 miles or more from Talama on the 
Columbia River to Tacoma on Puget’s 
Sound. From the net earnings of the road 
during the past season they have built thir- 
ty-five miles from Tacoma to the coal fields, 
and thus the cities of Oregon are laid under 
contribution as a market for coal. 

The Company are considering the best 
means to extend the road some 220 miles 
westward to the Upper Yellowstone, thus 
giving them the control of the: trade of 
Montana. There can be no doubt whatever 
that the line is ample security for a 
moderate issue of bonds, and if these 
can be negotiated on favorable terms, 
and there seems to be no valid reason why 
they should not,—it is not unlikely that the 
road can be built to Montana during the year 
1878. This would increase its usefulness 
and resources immensely, and be a sure 
promise of its completion to Pugét’s Sound 
at no distant day. 

The marketing of the immense wheat crops 
of the Red River Valley during the season 
has furnished a large business for the road, 
and the fact that such crops can be raised 
there has stimulated beyond all precedent 
the settlement of the country. Col. Powzr, 
the land-agent of the Company at St. Paul, 
is running his office night and day, and can 
searcely keep up with the demand upon him. 
Gentlemen who have been over the entire 
line of the road, and who bave 
seen and studied the country along 
the line of the Central and Southern Pacific 
Railways, give it as their decided opinion 
that there is more than twice as much land 
capable of settlement and profitable culture 
along the line of the Northern Pacific Rail. 
way than there is along both the others. 
The fact is important, exceedingly so, when 
considering the resources and the prospects 
for the early completion of the road.

M’VICKER’S THEATRE. 

The first three acts of ‘‘Sidonie” are little more 
than a series of conversations, all tending to ex- 
hibit the unclean side of society,—false friends, 
faithless wives, lecherous old men, impertinent 
waiting-men, ridiculous intruders into private 
parlors (each as The Crushed Tragedian). And 


this is held up as a picture of life and manners, It 


is only in the last two acts that the action of 


the play really begins, —-and here it will be 
an agreeable duty to mention the 
brighter features of the perf 


by referring to the actors, who did their duty well. 
Miss Laura Don enacted the ungrateful part of the 
heroine with a realism which was highly creditable 
to her versatility as an actress. If there be any 
merit in representing such a character faithfully, 
Miss Don is entitled to it infull measure. Her 
Sidonie was a painfully true portrait, —true in every 
tone, word, look, and gesture. When Fromont

THE OPERA, 

The Chimes of Normandy” was given for the 
second time last evening by the Hess Troupe, and, 
notwithstanding the strong concert attraction else- 
where, drew a very good audience.

It is not going beyond the 
bounds of consistency to say thatit is one of the 
best pieces of action ever seen on the lyric stage 
of Chicago. Although he isan inferior singer, it 
is fortunate that his role is mainly an acting one, 
calling for little singing; and his graphic and ever 
realistic personation of the miser in the second 
act, unmasked in hie trickery and crazy over the 
loss Of his treasures, is of itself worth a visit to 
the theatre to witness. The music of the opera is 
always bright and brilliant, if not always original.

The provision market was active, and weak- 
ened by the fact of ufprecedentedly large receipts 
of hogs, the highest number ever received in one 
day previously having been 48,775. Breadstuffe 
were unsettled by the news that Plevna had fallen. 
The first impulse was one of weakness, the general 
expectation being that the capitulation meant 
peace. But the news from the British markets 
staggered the bears. There seemed to be no weak- 
ness in England, but strength, and the question 
arose, Is it not probable that Western Europe 

fears a general war?’ Then there was a reaction 
im prices, but they again declined. Of course, the 
wheat maaket was the one in which these infin- 
ences were at work most directly, but corn sym- 
pathized with it, and so did the rest in a lesser de- 
gree. The trading was chiefly local, though there 
were more orders than usual from outside oper- 
ators. The weather was fine and cool, and the re- 
ceipts of grain were expected to increase, es- 
pecially in wheat ana corn. 

Dry goods were fairly active. The pleasant 
weather of the past few days and the improved 
condition of the country roads have had an imme- 
diate effect upon the demand, and the movement 
in staple and fancy goods is now of very generous 
proportions.

At that time young Hutchins 
had but limited political aspirations for himself. 
He set his mind upon becoming a Warwick, 
contented to make and unmake men; bat 
the bee he had trained tu angratefully 
upon him and stung him with a desire 
for Congressional honors. In those days he was 
modest, and, not being satistied that he was a 
proper man for the position, he failed to sup- 
port himself very strougly in his own paper, 
aud he was defeated, But it built up the Times. 
Democrats, that the per was dis- 
criminating enough to know whom to “damn 


was in the body, or shortly after the expiration 
of his term, he sold his one-third interest in tne 
per for $66,606.06}¢, and took hold of the St. 
is Di Running for the lature 
again, he got his certificate after a hot and pbit- 
ter campaign, and immediately assumed the 
leadership of the House. But his political suc- 
cesses had a corresponding depressing 
influence on his journalistic success. He 
de in value as a newspaper 
manager in the same ratio that he appreciated 
as astatesman. He conducted, during his last 
term, one of the most brilliant fights ever known 
in Missouri’s Uapital. The question arose upon 
postponing payment of the State bonds. Tom 
Reynolds, one of the ablest lawyers in the State, 
backed by two-thirds of the House, favored the 
postponement. Hutchins, with the Committee 
on Elections ready to report that he was not en- 
titled to his seat, claimed that postponement 
was practically repudiation. There was nota 
single speaker on his side except himself. Rey- 
nolds bad prepared himself for months, and his 
suoporters numbered among them some of the 
best debaters in the Legislature. In a three 
days’ battle, during which Hutchins stood 
alone, he, by the force of bis arguments, over- 
came Reynolds, and on the vote an overwhelm- 
ing majority was given in favor of payment. It 
was one of the most famous Victories on record, 
and won single-banded and alone. 

But Hutchins’ race as a journalist appeared to 
have run. He subsequently regained possession 
of the Times, but it didn’t seem to work, and 
he was admitted tothe Bar. In the seclusion 
ot his study he appeared to realize the source 
of his mistakes, and, breaking loose from the 
associations that had weighed him down, he has 
come to Washington to try his hand again. In 
starting the Post he appears to have gone back 
to the old principles that made the Times suc- 
cessful. When the Democratic caucus offered 
to indorse the Jost, he respectfully warned 
them to desist. He did not propose, he said, to 
run his paper in the interest of any job, ring 
or subsidy, and the only support he care 
for was in the nature subscriptions. He 
showed that he had money iu the bank 
to run him for su months, at which 
time he expected to be on a paying basis. The 
Democrats in Congress liked his style, and sub- 
scribed for his paper, from ten to fifty copies 
each, with the understanding that they should 
be called upon for pay when the six months had 
expired. uus he starts in with a subscription- 
list of about 7,000, a terrible determination to 
win, and an energy rarely vouchsafed in this 
day and generation. The past of the man has 
given rise to the statement that he carries a 
steam engine in each coat-tail pocket, and 
there is a superstition among those who know 
him that his characteristics in this direction 
were. the original suggestion of the Keely 
motor. 

But will he succeed? Washington is notori- 
ously the poorest place on earth for a newspaper, 
but Hutchins. looking contidently for a Dem- 
ocratic Administration ana Congress in 1880, 
thinks he has found the field. The worst of 
his divining-rod is that itis forked at both 
ends, ana ordinarily strikes two great — — 
at the same time. Heretofore, his journalistic 
efforts have borne the same relation to his real 
object that demonetized silver bears to gold, 
but now he claims to have given ail outside 
matters the slip and to have set himself down 
to the higher aims and advertisements of the 
profession, In this he is aided by John Cock- 
erill, formerly of the Cincinnati Anguirer. as the 
greenback of the concern, and A. C. Buell as 
subsidiary currency. I am told that the sup- 
porters of the paper expect great things of it, 
and it must be admitted that the Cost has 
already won considerable notoriety for so young 
ah endeavor.

unit of other property is a definite portion of any 
kind of property by the multiples and fractions of 
which the various quantities of that kind are ex- 
pressed. Money being the medium of exchange, 
the unit of money becomes the measure of the 
value of the various kinds of other property. (I 
use value as synonomous with price.) A definite 
quantity of any kind of property is worth the 
amount of money it will bring. When a na- 
tion has used a medium of exchange for a long 
time, the values of its other property will become 
adjusted to this medium. If its finances are in 
& normal, healthful condition, its money 
will constitute a definite portion of its 
entire property. It is impossible to state accurate- 
ly what that portion is, but we will suppose that 
the ratio of its property in the form & money to 
its property in other forms is as 1 to 30, — that is, 
that for every dollar of ey there are $30 of 
other property. Under these conditions each dol- 
lar in money has a fixed purchasing power. If 
this ratio or relation once established can be 
made permanent, and continue without any 
change, then the purchasing power of the unit of 
money will always be the same. Whatever thing a 
dollar will buy to-day it will buy at any future 
time. If it will buy a bushe) of wheat to-day, and 
the other influences affecting the price of 
this commodity continue as they now are, it will 
buy just one bushel of wheat and no more 
at any fature time; but if this ratio or relation is 
changed, thenthe purchasing power of this unit of 
money is changed. It is diminished just in the 
proportion that this ratio is diminished, and in- 
creased just in the proportion that this ratio is in- 
creased. In other words, the prices of property in 
other forms than money will rise gs the purchasing 
power of money decreases. and fall as the pur- 
chasing power of money increases.

money. Prices of particular 
rty are by commercial 
nter course wth other nations by its creating 
or stimulating a demand for the subjects of this 
commerce, . The prices of property in the country 
are therefore controlled by two influences, depend 
ing upon the manner in which it is viewed or re- 
garded. If viewed in respect to its various kinds, 
then the price of each kind is controlled by the 
law of supply and demand. If viewed in its en- 
tirety, that is, if the aggregate of prices is looked 
at, then this te is estaolished and regulated 
by the ratio that exists between the amount of 
property in the form of mone and the amount of 
property in other forms; in Other words, by the 
quantity of the money stock in the country as 
compared with the quantity of other property. By 
continuing this ratio unchanged when it is once 
established, the stability of prices, an unerring in- 
dex of a healthful commercial activity, is main- 
tained. While this lasts, money has a proper 
relation to all its appropriate objects. Al

The accomplishing of this beneficent object is al- 
ways the aim of wise statesmanship. 0 facilitate 
exchanges, credit money is used, that is credits, 
such as bankers’ notes founded upon and in respect 
to amounts, measured by the actual money in the 
hands of the hand- of the banker who issues them. 
To properly restrain the issue of these notes, they 
should always be convertible into actual money at 
the will Of the holder, and then their issue will not 
exceed such a limit as experience has shown cannot 
be transgressed with safety. If this quality of 
convertibility is taken from them or suspended, 
then they become virtually a part of the money 
stock of the country. This stock is consequentiy 
inflaced. The ratio between moner and other 
forms of property is diminished, the purchas- 
ing power of money is reduced, and the 
prices of other property increased. Private credits 
enlarge with the swelling volume of maney. These 
credits take the place of money, and both money 
and prices set in the direction of indefinite ex- 
pansion. Fictitious money begets fictitious credits 
and fictitious prices, and this policy, if persisted 
in, will, of course, end in foancial disaster. As 
increasing the money stock increases the prices of 
other property, so diminishing it causes a decline 
in tnese prices. Inthe other case the purchasing 
power of money is constantly depreciating, and it 
will eagerly seek employment in productive in- 
dustries to share with labor the profits of these in- 
dustries. In the other its purchasing power, or 
value, as compared with other property, is con- 
stantly appreciating, and it will retire * these 
industries, and leave labor to take care of itself. 
Money is selfish and quick to discern its real in- 
terests. It hears no cry of distress, is neither 
moved by expostulation nor cajoled’ by flattery. 
Fattening in repose, it will hibernate in vaults, or 
venture into permanent investments at a low 
interest when the securities are ample, but it will 
never engage in productive industries while prices 
are falling. The productive energies of our country 
will enable it to endure the process of recovering 
from an unnatural increase of its money stock by 
a reduction of this stock to its normal quantity, if 
the corrective is administered with some regard to 
our industries, but it canhot withstand the con- 
vulsions that must ensue if, in addition to the ad- 
ministering of this corrective in extravagant doses, 
the process of reducing this money stock too far 
below its normal quantity is at the same time going 
on. The reduction of the money stock means a 
decline in prices until the values of other property 
become adjusted to the redaced volume of money, 
and when this is reached, to continue the then 
ratio between money and other property, constant 
supplies must be made tothe money stock suffi- 
cient to cover the losses occasioned by use and 
casualties, and to meet the wants of advancing 
populations and production, otherwise the inclina- 


tion of prices must be continuously down- 
ward. In the meantime, while this dismal 
change is going on, all debts and the 


igterest constantly accumulating upon them re- 
main with the fixedness of fate at their summit- 
level, and they must be discharged, dollar for 
dollar, with the dearer money. As to these debts, 
the legitimate fruits of such a policy are vanishing 
equities, and endless changes for nominal sums 
in the ownership of property, through the agency 
of judicial sales. In such times the ravages of 
money can only be compared to the waste of a con- 
flag ration. 

During the Colonial period, and the period of 
the Confederation, there was no legal-tender. 
There was no mint in the country, ore oreign gola 
avd silver coins, obtained by an exchange of cem- 
moditſes for them, circulated here ad money. The 
Spanish dollar, a silver coin, was the principal 
coin of commerce during those periods.

The 
mint was established for converting these metals 
into coin The coins of either metal were made a 
legal tender at their mint value in payment of 
debts without limit, and the coinage of cither was 
free to all persons depositing bullion at the Mint. 
By this act the Spanish milled dollar was made the 
unit of account. Its language on this point is: 
„ There shall be from time to time struck and 
coineti at the Mint dollars or units, each to be of 
the value of a Soanish milled dollar as the same is 
now carrent, and to contain oT gre ins of pure 
or 416 grains of standard silver.” tnis feature 
of the act Mr. H. R. Linderman, Director of 
the Mint says: The avetage quantity of fine silver 
contained in the Spanish dollar then in eirculation 
in this country was, according to the assay of a num 
ber of pieces, 371 grains. to which was added \ of a 
grain to avoid inconvenient fractions in p ding 
the weight of the coin under the ratio of 1 to 15.

coin if coined. To secure their concurrent circu- 
lation as money their relative com value was fixed 
by the Coinage act at one to fi This corre- 
sponded to their then market value. Within a few 
years their relative value, as determined by the 
market, changed so that one ounce of gold instead 
of being limited to fifteen ounces would bay fif- 
teen and a haif to sixteen ounces of silver in the 
mardaete of Europe. Consequently goid left us and 
silverremained. To remedy this, by the law of 1834, 
the weight cf the gold com was reduced, and by 
the act of 1837 its fineness was slightly reduced, 
while the silver coin remained the same as before, 
the slight increase of its purity to make the per- 
centage of ite alloy the same as wita that in the 
gold coin being compensated by a reduction of its 
weight from 416 grains to 412% grains of standard 
metal. This added 6. 509 per cent to the coin value 
of gold. Their legal value then stood to each other 
as 1 to 15. 988, instead of 1 to 15, as before, This 
change, instead of making relative mint value 
of these metals coincident with their relative mar- 
ket value, proved to be an undue increase of the 
coin value of gold. and the bullion value of silver 
was consequently higher than the value stamped 
at the United States Mint. Silver has since 
deen, until within a few years, at a pre- 
mium of from 1% to 3 per cent. We 
are accustomed to regard the Governments 
of Europe as established aud administered 
in the interest of tne upper Glasses, in which are 
found the capitalists, rather than in the interest of 
the commen people. Afew years ago a scheme 
was set. on foot in some of the countries of Europe 
in the interests of the owners t money or creditor 
and those who lived on fixed incomes, to 
reduce the money stock by demonetizing one of 
the metals, and thereby 1 * the value of 
money. The objects which the er of this 
scheme had in view, and the motives that inspired 
them, are clearly stated in the followi extract 
from the official resume of the French Monetary 
Commission of 1869, found on page 16 of the re- 
port of the Monétary Commission created by Con- 
Aug. 15, 1876: Te rise in price which 
as taken place within twenty years ina great 
number of articles of merchandise is evidently due 
to many causes, such as war, bad harvests, and in- 
crease lu consumption; bout it 8 very probable that 
the depreciation of the precious metals has con- 
tributed to it, since there has been a striking coin- 


cidence between the rise of prices and 
the production of the new mines of 
gold and silver. The annual production 


of the two metals, which was only $80, 000, 000 in 
1847, exceeds now 8200, 000, 000. It has nearly 
tripled, and it is easy to see that the real value of 
the metals has diminished. It is dificult to esti- 
mate exactly what the diminution is; but whatever 
it may be, it demands the attention of Govern- 
ments, because it affects unfavorably all that por- 
tion of the population whose income, remaining

tion of the purchasing powe As Governments

the A of the metals is 
to depreciate, this tendency should be arrested by 
demonetizing one of them.” They determined to 
discard silver, and accordingly Germany decreva 
the demonetization of this metal in 1871, the 
decree to take effect in 1873, and its coinage was dis- 
continued in France. ‘To carry out this scheme, it was 
necessary tosecure the co-operation of this country, 
whose annual product of silver is greater than 
the joint product of All other nations. On the 12th 
of February, 1873, au act was passed by our Con- 
gress, entitled. An act revising and amendin 
the laws relative to the mints, assay-offices, an 
coinage of the United States, and the act con- 
tained sixty-seven sections. It authorized the 
coinage of fractions of the silver dollar, below 
standard weight, as subsidiary coins; also a new 
coin to be called the trade dollar, and to contain 
420 grains of silver, never intended for circulation 
in this country, but for Asiatic .commerce, and 
prohibited these particular coins from being a 
legal tender for more than five dollars ia any one 
payment. Noallusion whatever calculated to ar- 
rest attention was made in the act to our silver 
dollar, and it would have been unaffected by it but 
for the seventeenth section, which is in these 
words. No coins, either of gold, silver, or minor 
coinage, shall hereafter issued from the Mint 
other than those of the denominations, standards, 
and weights herein set forth.” The coinage of the 
silver dollar was here cover@ly emothered. Under 
a rule adroitly invoked and enrorced, the bill was 
not even read on its passage throueh the House, 
and this provision, fraught with such serious 
consequences. b silentio into a law. 
It is not pretended anywhere thatthe authors and 
promoters of this measure did not know at the 
time that it would have the effect of demonetizing 
silver, and they were the only persons in the coun- 
try who did know it. It is manifest that the Pres- 
ident, Gen. Grant, who approved the bill, did not 
know it, forin his letter to Mr. Cowdry, written 
Oct. 3, 1873, some eight montis after it became a 
law, he says: ** I wonder that silver is not already 
coming into the market to supply the deficiency in 
the circulating medium — has 
proved that it takes about 840, 000. of fraction- 
al currency to make the small change necessary for 
the transaction of the basiness of the country. -Sil- 
ver will gradually take the place of this currency, 
and further will become the standard of values 
which will be hoarded ina small way. I estimate 
that this will consume from $200, 000, 000 to $300, - 
000. 000, in time, of this species of our circulating 
medium confess to a desire to 
see a limited hoarding of money, but I want to 
see a hoarding of something that is a standard of 
value the world over. Silver is this. Our 
mines are now produeing almost unlimited amounts 
of silver. and it is becoming a question, ‘What 
shall we do with it? I suggest here a solution 
which will answer for some years: To pat it in cir- 
culation, keeping it there until it is fixed, and then 
we will find other markets. Nor is this all. The 
dollars that had been coined prior to the act, and 
which then remained, were not affected by it. 
They were stills legai-tender. To put them out 
of the way the following section was placed in the 
revision of our laws, which was passed in 1874, 
upon an assurance given by the revisors that it was 
merely a revision of existing laws without any 
change or introduction of new matter, ‘‘The 
silver coins of the United States shall be a legal- 
tender at their nominal value for any amount not 
exceeding $5 in any one payment. The market 
value of silver commenced to decline in Europe in 
1875, and it reached its jowest point in July, 
1876, when its market price in London was 
46X%d. per standard ounce. When this decline 
commenced its market price was about 61d. per 
ounce. Attention tothe subject soon discovered 
that the most efficient cause of this decline was 
the demonetization of silver, by which from $200, - 
000, 000 to $300, 000,000 had been cast out of the 
money stock and thrown upon the market in the 
form of acommodity, and that our own country, in 
the quiet of profound ignorance, had largely con- 
tributed to this result in its committa! to this policy 
by the act of 1873. The authors and promoters of 
this baleful measure now sey that they did not in- 
tend by it any injury to those who owe money, or 
special benefit to those to whom it is due. This 
will not do. Persons in office must be considered 
as having intended the natural and obvious conse- 
quences of their acts and measures. In no other 
way can official responsibility be upheld. 

A bill is now pending in Congress to restore sii- 
ver to the place it og*upied in our monetary sys- 
tem prior to the act of 1873, and the question is, 
Should this bill become law? 

Apart from the question of the propriety of de- 
monetizing silver, we cannot tolerate the mode of 
legislation by which, in this case, it was accom- 
plished. We cannot endure it as an example. 
When a measure with the evident purpose of elud- 
ing observation has stealthily crept into our 
statutes in the manner this found its way there, it 
should not be allowed to remain. The people of 
this country cannot afford to be tricked by legisla- 
tion affecting so delicate a subject as that which 
measures the value of their property. It will in- 
vite the use of stratagem and artifice in securing 
the passage of objectionable measures through 
Congress so long as it remains in the «tatute-boox. 
The repeal of this feature of the act of 73 is de- 
manded for its moral effect, if for go other reason, 
and then if silver is to be demonetized, let it 
done in the clear light of day. and after a full dis- 
cussion of the subject. The burden w, therefore, 
upon those who favor a single goid standard to 
furnish valid reasons for demonetizing silver. The 
aflirmative is with them, and not with the advocates 
of the double standard. 

In support of their views, they say that silver 
must be excluded from the money stock by taking 
from it its legal-tender quality, otherwise the Gov- 
ernment will be in a position where it can pay its 
bonds in silver whenever this is the cheaper of the 
two metals; and thie would tempt the Government 
to a dishonorable act. 

The nation’s honor is more precious than silver 
or gold. and must under no circumstances be tar- 
nished. Norare we so wanting in bea'thful. patriotic 
sentiment as to suppose that a sensitive regard for 
the national honor is peculiar to any section of our 
country. The severest rule of commercial integ- 
rity requires a man to perform hia part of the con- 
tract into which parties have freely entered as it is 
interpreted by the law in view of which it was 
made, and the law always gives effect to the plain 
and obvious meaning of its terms. By uniformly 
doing this a man acquires a reputation for honesty 
and integrity. Within the limits of this rule each 
man is left take care of himself, and he is ex- 
radent man to always consult his 
ual interests. In ing so he is

There can then be no further decline in 
prices.“ The truth is, when we reach this goal, 
our difficulties will have only commenced. The 
policy to which we will then be fully committed 
contemplates the entire exclusion of silver from 
the money stock of the world, except as subsidiary 
coins more or less debased to keep them in the 
countries where they are used; and not circulating 
with, they can have no influence upon the price of, 

old, the real money that will propel our industries. 
The anit of the geld coin will appreciate as one 
nation after another drops silver. and, when it 
shall become the exclusive standard, the volume of 
money will be less than one-half of what it is at 
present. The prices of otner prope must be 
readjusted to this reduced volume. The process 
of readjustment will of course produce a proijong- 
ed era of falling prices. It will last while the 

resent generation lasts, and whemit is completed 
he present owners of property will have ceased to 
have any further interest in their possessions. Nor 
ia this all. Tne commerce of the world will then 
be on an ever-narrowing basis. The annual sup- 
ply of gold from the mines, now constantly dimin- 
ishing, will be sufficient to replace the losses occa- 
sioned by casualties and the attrition of circula- 
tion. and meet the increasing wants of „ 
populations and production. The inclination 
prices will therefore be continuously downward, 
and the evil can only be remedied by making up 
the deficiency with credit money or by arresting 
production. 

A grievous wrong is inflicted by this policy upon 
the debtor classes. If Alexanaer Hamilton, the 
author of the Coinage act of 1792, was so solicit- 
ous for the respective interests of debtors and 
sreditors in adjusting silver to gold as to regard 
even fractions of a grain, in order that their rela- 
tions to each other might not in the least be affect- 
ed by the act, what language can adequately de- 
scribe the reprobation be would have visited upon 
a scheme that has for its object the entire exciu- 
sion of one of these metals from our currency? Our 
debts, public, corporate, and private, are estimated 
at over $13, 000, 000,000. When our property shall 
have been readjusted to the reduced volume of 
money contemplated by this scheme, the money 
value of it will hardly exceed the amount of these 
debts. It certainly will not equal them with their 
accumulated interest. The measure, then, means 
a confiscation of all other forms of property 
for the benefit of the owners of money. 
It nas already 17 — far enough to jeopardize 
the property of those whose debts were prudently 
cuntracted. ‘The evil effects of this measure upon 
our political and social institutions cannot be over- 
estimated. The question whether silver sball be 
remouetized is consequently of vastly greater im- 
portance than the question whethe our credit- 
money shall be floated for a longer or shorter

A MURDER TRIAL. 

The trial of Frank Sheppard for the murder of 
Policeman McArthur began in the Criminal Court 
yesterday morning. There are no sensational 
features in the case, and hence it draws only mod- 
erately well, the number of lockers-on being 
about as large as is usually to be f6und in the 
court when criminais are facinga ‘‘jurv of their 
peers. The indictment alleges that the accused

hand. did assault 8. Wellington McArthur, and 
strike him with said knife in and u the left 
side of his, the said Wellin ‘s, belly, giving to 
bim one mortal wound of the breadth of one inch
